‘This is the result of a plan adopted many years since, by the 
Suffolk Bank, in Boston, which requires all the country Banks to redeem 
their notes at par at the counter of that bank. Fora long time, some of 
the banks refused to come into the alliance, so much for the “ greatest 
good of the greatest number,” but now, every bank in New England, with 
the single exception of the “City Bank, of New Haven,” has joined in 
the arrangement. This is now thoroughly understood by all who do 
business with New England Banks. As Boston is to New England in 
money matters, what London is to Old England, the trade and the pay- 
ments of the surrounding States centre there. No bills to any amount are 
ever sent to the country banks for redemption ; but they goto the o!d Suf- 
folk bank. There they are redeemed. Hence no specie of moment is 
requiredin any place but Boston ; and by our analysis of the tables, fur- 
nished in another column, of the condition of the banks, in that section of 
the country, bears a full proportion to the immediate liabilities, In the 
management of this plan by the Suffolk Bank, the public have learned to 
have full confidence, and the country banks have also learned that they 
must keep theirissues within a reasonable compass, or be checked with a 
close rein by their redemption bank in Boston. 
Money is more abundant than at our last issue. For the best paper, 
the banks from out of town, are in the market; and the money can be 
easily had at 5 percent. The banks in this city, keep up their rates as a 
general thing to 6 percent. Good Sterling exchange can be had at 108 3-4. 
Abundant as is money, at a low rate, on short loans, the rate of money 
on bond and mortgage, is high—7 per cent. The cause of this disparity 
is evident. Prior to the great fire of 1835, a good bond and mortgage at 
7 per cent., was worth a premium, even when money was in demand on 
short loans, at a high rate. That conflagration annihilated the large fund 
that for years and generations had been accumulating, which was only 
Jent on mortgage ; and from that loss it will take as many years to recov- 
er. Last July, another great fire destroyed millions more of that same 
fund; and thus itis, that on bond and mortgage, money is not now 


readily had.

Bank all personal privileges and immunities to which they may be entitled. 
Even the dowry of the wife is declared to be liable for the whole amount of 
the Bank’s claims against the husband. 

“ The directors of the Bank are held responsible for their proceedings to the 
government to the extent of a hundred thousand dollars each. For this amount, 
hypothecs or mortgages over real property are to be taken. The cashiers, 
book-keepers, clerks, and servants of the Bank are named by the directors, by 
whom the salaries are fixed. Each director is to keep one of the three keys 
\of the strong box; and no payment is to be made without the presence of 
iat least one director, who may receive and use the keys of his colleagues. 


| The responsibility of the directors is limited to the case of their granting dis- 


counts to persons not known to be in the possession of property, and in the 
notorious enjoyment of credit; and to their infringement of the rules of the 
Bank, which, in this respect are assimilated to the laws which govern the 
administration of the national fi An t is to be presented to the 
president, weekly, of the state of the funds; and once a month he is to assist 
in person at the verification of the cash, which the directors are required to 
have balanced. At the eud of each year, a general balance of the afiairsof 
the Bank is to be struck, and after being examined by the Court of Accounts, 
and approved of by the president, is to be published for public information. 
The directors are authorized to appropriate 20 per cent. of the profits during 
the year to the payment of the salaries of the officers of the establishment, 
and the other expenses of management. The business of the Bank has hitherto 
been ina great measure confined to the management of the financial affairs of 
the colony. No notes are issued ; but provision is made in the Reglamento, or 
code of laws for its government, that in the event of its becoming desirable to 
augment the active capital, deposits may be received and interest paid thercon, 
at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum, Should the property of foreigners be so 
deposited, it is declared to be under the royal protection, and not be liable to 
confiscation or attachment on account of war, or reprisals, or under any other

that the Bank rate has been below the real value of money, even for first class 
bills, compared with what could be obtained on other good securities, though 
not within the class taken by the Bank. The inereased employment for money 
in the country at higher rates of interest, will tend to keep it high in Lombard 
Street, and it is probable that even at 3 per cent. the Bank will continue to take 
the largest proportion of first class paper. Yesterday, after the notice was 
issued, we are aware of one sum of £25,000 thet was given by a broker at 23-4 
per cent. ; but to-day, brokers will not give money for less than the Bank rate, 
while they themselves will take it at 27-8 per cent. The Bank has shown 
great discrimination in selecting the precise time for an advance, to prevent

We have never known another instance in 
which so small a rise inthe rate of interest, and especially when so low, has 


jhad so much effect upon securities of all kinds; which appears still more 


extraordinary, when we consider that the step hss been expected for several 
weeks. Three per cent.im an active state of trade, is still a very moderate 
rate of interest; and the effect which the advance produced can only be 
attributed to the universal conviction of the dangerous.description of business 
in the share market, when so large a sum of premium hangs only on an 
opinion. Consuls, which were on Wednesday at 98 3-8, went down to 97 5-8, 
and to-day as low as 97 1-4, but leaving off at 975-8, It will be seen that 
Exehequer Bills suffered even a greater fall; and in the share market the 
reduction has been considerable. In all securities, however, a greater firmness 
was observable af the close of business. It is, however a significant warning 
of the want of confidence in their dealings, by those on the share market, when 
we see them payimg such high rates of interest on Wednesday, and becoming 
so alarmed at a rise to three per cent on the Bank rate on Thursday. With many, 
however, the act of the Bank had more influence from a fear that this rise will 
be followed before long by a further rise. 

Our accounts from Amsterdam inform us that the Bank of that place has 
increased its rate of interest frrm 3 to.3 1-2 per cent. ; and from Hamburg we 
learn that the rate of interest has advanced to 7 per cent., and that money is 
very scarce. In the interior of Germany money also is scarce, and considerable 
failures have occurred. The demand for silver fromthe Bank of Hamburg for 
Stockholm and Russia still continues. ’ 

In Paris, though money is. not more plentiful, still there appears to be a gra- 
dual and steady absorption of the railway shares held on English account by 
French capital ; aud this no doubt it is that sustains the exchanges so high. The 
almost entire absence of Banks of deposit throughout France, and other parts 
of the continent, causes an enormous amount of capital, in small sums, to be 
held unemployed, and always ready for investment in any thingthat once ac- 
quires confidence. It is difficult to say how much capital could be economised by 
the establishment ofa perfect banking system generally throughout France and 
Belgium; and as long as railways continue in repute, there can be no question 
that much of the English capital embarked at the begining, will be returned to us 
with a good profit by the investmeuts of the people of the country, who have 
not the enterprise to undertake these works, but are quite willing to invest in 
them when they are undertaken. 

The rise in the rate of interest, the character of the business which the Bank 
of England is now doing, and the large amount of deposits it must hold on 
account of railways for at least two yeats to come, cannot fail to be highly 
conducive to the interests of its proprietory.—London Economist, Oct.18, 145.
